NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—Cash 
payments to stockholders by 
sixty-four of the leading dividend- 
paying manufacturers in the au- 
motive industry in 1929 reached 
the remarkable total of $357,052,- 
202, according to a compilation by 

Automotive Daily News. 

This compilation consists of a re- 
capitulation of the dividend pay- 
ments of the passenger car, tire. 
truck and accessory and parts sec- 
tions of the industry, which have 
appeared in a series of four articles 
in recent numbers of Automotive 
Daily News. 

It is estimated that total divi- 
dend payments by the industry dur- 
ing the year amounted to not less 
than $500,000,000, a new high 
record. 

Aided by the heavy payments of 
General Motors, the passenger car 
group far outstripped the other 
groups in total payments, twelve!

motive industry. 
the primal ancestors of the modern motor car and our early 
designers lifted these casings almost without change from 
the bicycle. Unless memory tricks us, the early automobile 
tires were single tube affairs, holding up spindling wheels | 
not very different from those on the bicycle of that time. 
Many inventors since that time have tried to find a sub- | 
stitute for rubber in the cushioning of motor vehicles. And 


why should they not, since the reward for a successful sub- | 
stitute would make the dreams of the ancient alchemists 
seem tame and pallid. But no real substitute for rubber has 
been discovered and today, thirty-five years after the primal 
motor vehicles started staggering around our highways and 
byways, rubber is becoming every year a more important | 
adjunct to efficient motor vehicle operation. 

In the tires that are used today there is an average of 
about twelve pounds of rubber. Taking five casings as the 
average equipment, it actually would run a shade higher, 
and we have sixty pounds of rubber to the car, in so far as| 
its tire equipment is concerned. But within recent years| 
many other uses have been found for rubber in the design | 
and construction of our cars. Rubber bushings are much} 
used to insure quiet. Engines are being mounted on blocks | 
of rubber to cushion shocks in operation. Rubber shackles 
are coming into use and rubber mats are frequently employed | 
for the floors of front compartments. It has been estimated | 
that about forty-five pounds of rubber is used in the con-| 
struction of the modern car in addition to the tires. This 
gives us more than 100 pounds of rubber per car going into} 
new construction. Of course, the replacement demands fo) 
rubber to keep our 26,500,000 motor vehicles operating effi- | 
ciently is many times that demanded for equipping the new 
production each year. 

There are few industries which are more indissolubly 

bound together than the rubber industry and cur own 
automotive industry. 


Motor Fuel 


T is curious how the question persists as to whether there | 
ever is likely to be a shortage of motor fuel in this coun- | 
try. The natural belief that our supply of crude petroleum 
underground is not increasing, to put it mildly, combined | 
with the ever growing use of motor vehicles of all kinds, | 
makes this a fair question. The answer, however, is that 
there is not the slightest danger of any shortage. 

Even if we begin by acknowledging that some day or'| 
other we may exhaust the underground supply of petroleum, 
the base from which we now get all our motor fuel, or, to be 
accurate, practically all, we can counter with the statement | 
that we have scarcely scratched the surface of our supply. | 
In the Western section of the country we have almost limit-| 
less areas of oil- bearing shale deposits. From the deposits | 
of shale already in sight there can be extracted ten times as | 
much motor fuel as has ever been taken from the petroleum | 
base. The extraction of fuel from shale is already an accom- | 
plished fact, but if we ever come to use this type of fuel 
generally, processes would be improved and the percentage | 

| 





gotten from the stone would be largely increased and the| 
price would be decreased. 
But even here we are not at the end of our resources, | 
because it is quite possible to get acceptable motor fuel from | 
coal. Benzol is the name given to this type of fuel and scien- | 
tists are now working on methods of extracting motor fuel, 
from coal which would give a larger percentage and a better |

Phillips Develops New 
Gasoline Feed System 


Phillips Engineering Corporation, 
Chicago, lll.. is making a pressure 
gas system which is claimed to pro- 
vide extra power to enable the en- 
gine to climb a hill. The device is 


arranged to feed only the exact 
pressure required; the surplus is re- 
turned to the rear tank. [It is 
claimed that the Phillips system 
furnishes a smooth pressure at all 
times, the pressure increasing with 
the velocity of the engine till the 
maximum is reached 

A small pump capable of pumping 
one and a half gallons per minute 
is instal'ed on the engine. The 
pump draws the gasoline from the 
rear tank and forces it through a 
chamois bag filter into a small tank 
from whence it is forced to the car- 
buretor. There is also a lead from 
the tank with a small jet communi- 
cating with the rear tank. The size 
of the jet can be varied to maintain 
proper pressure feed to the carbu- 
retor. The lead from the tank to 
the rear tank connects to the rear 
tank through a device which al- 
lows a constant amount of gas in 
the rear tank. When the supply is 
lowered to this amount it stops the 
engine immediately, leaving the 
small filter tank, the intake and 
the by-pass line full. 

There also a dash-operated 
vent to break the vacuum in the 
small filter tank. Because the heat 
of the motor evaporates the 
explosive part of the gas, it 
first importance in allowing 
gas to flow into the carburetor.
